'v THE HONOR SYSTEM 



À decade ago, a new system was 
Established by the students of Adel- 
bert College, with the aid of the -iàc- 
|ilty. Thiis movement was national in 
ti):fcape..*; Very few are the institu- 
ïliM^i'^'ct learnins that have not, in 
"îe form, adopted the Honor Sys- 
i^V Adelbert college was among the 
Srst to put it into operation. It was 
believed that its adoption would pro- 
vide a better atmosphere for the stu- 
Jents to pursue their work in; that 
|thc moral spark of honesty and man- 
hood would be aroused to a much 
greater degree than ever before. 

In theory this system is perfect, but 
It involves the inteigrity and honesty 
af every one in the college, not only 
|thc students, but also the faculty. The 
ilaiiic mi^y' t>c placed on both sides, 
[leather isi^ndividually responsible. 
|^;^e"5uc6essful operation of this sys- 
»:- rests upon the shoulders of every 
tiidcnt individually, not collectively. 
He must observe the rules himself, 
iiid he must report the offender to 
|thc proper authorities. If ho is not 
yiUing to do this, we must do away 
||^.'"this and return to the proctor 
jrrtem. must have a system that 
kvorks successfully, and not one that 
prcaks do.wn continually because of a 
|ftw whose integrity and 'honesty may 
rightfully ,ibe questioned. Unless the 
ivamcs of, the violators arc rci)orted, 
Ithc system itself ibcconies inefTective 
land an injustice to those who wish to 
Iplay the game fairly and squarely. — 
lUaiversity of Wisconsin.

.•\ phase of collegiate life that does 
not reçoive its merited recognition in 
many jjlaces, is .debating and argu- 
mentation. The great prominence 
that has been given in late years to 
athletics and to social events has 
tended to lessen the importance of 
that highest form of mental activity, 
the ability to analyze a situation and 
then to c.vprcss it. 

Yet the necessity for the high art 
of concise expression remains as im- 
perative as ever. In fact, its signi- 
ficance in regard to the matter of con- 
cern in public life is greater than 
ever before 'because we arc confront- 
ed with more interesting and more 
complicated political problems than 
have confronted civilization at any 
time. True wisdom in the solution of 
these great problems demands intelli- 
gent leadership and intelligent citi- 
zenship. VVc must have men who 
are impressed with the human ele- 
ment at stake in every problem, who 
are able to analyze and to form opin- 
ions of their own, and who arc final- 
ly able to express that opinion intel- 
ligently to others. 

The presence of the great political 
problems of to-day means that that 
phase of activity as well as the scien- 
tific, must be stressed. Both minis- 
ter to humanity. The scientific deals 
with the mechanical, the political, 
however, deals with the far more sub- 
tle human element. And here the

Limited Scope Pe n dm g Erec- 
tion of Dwrni^NriM. 

The Univer.sity, it is understood, has 
decided to revive ithe French Holiday 
Courses during the coming i^ummcr. 

From their inception in 1907 to 1912, 
when they were temporarily abandoned 
owing to lack of funds and the necess- 
ary accommodation for resident stu- 
dents, ilic French Holidaiy Courses 
proved to be one of the most popular 
ar.d successful experiments of its kind 
on this continent- Students attended 
fioni every proyince in the Dominion, 
and rt'rom points as far distant as Cali- 
fornia and Texas- 

The scheme was primarily undertak- 
en to suppJy a means of becoming ac- 
quainted Avit'h the French language and 
things French to teachers, but in the 
course of -a year or so applications 
were received from lawyers, judges, 
clergynicia ;uicl businessmen in every 
quarter of tlic continent. This summer, 
as iictual University residence is a sina 
qua non, .the French HoKday Courses 
will be given niainty- for the benefit of 
tcaohcrs of Frcncli in the Province of 
Quebec \Wth the posisibility of admitting 
some otihers.^ 

The length of tJic summer courses 
has been extended from three weeks to 
four, and„wiU. probably tajkc up. the 
whole of tl;ie month of July. The 
Royal Victoria Coilcgc and the Physical 
Kducation Hostel have already been se- 
cured as resi-dcivces for the women-stu- 
dents, but accoimmpdation for the men 
has not been decided upon as yce. The 
residence problem was one of tjic cliief. 
obstacles in the five year period of op- 
eration before the 'VVar, — another qucs- 
lion w.hich will be completely solved by 
tlic proposed ereotiion of clormltorics. 

.\ few dctaik were gleaned regarding 
the character of this intensive course of 
training. All candidates desiring to be 
regia!cr«l must liavc attained tlw or- 
dinary matriculation standard in French, 
and, once the course Ix^insi, are im- 
mersed in an atmosphere completely 
French. Nothing but French ni.iy be 
.spoken or read between tlie hours of 
seven-tliirty in the morning and ten at 
night.^yhcn, presumably, the student is 
desirous of nothing more .than to get of'f 
t,) bed to drcaiTi comfortably in his na- 
tive tongue. — .\11 newspapers admitted 
into the several residences arc c.KclU'iivC' 
ly French. The mornings are spent in 
llic lecture-rooms where courses are 
niven on a variety of subjects from 
composition and phonetics to French 
.\rt and modern politics. The afitcr- 
v.oom arc passed in excursions to the 
various points of artistic or industrial 
ir.terest in the city. 

The forihcr director, Dr. H. Walter, 
Head of the Department of Modern 
Languages, will be in charge of the or 
ganization of the summer session of 
1922.

C. and I-,iidley. of ^IcGil, setting 
a fast ij.iee. at the turn the New York 
man l(.iok tlie h.-ad, and maintained it 
lo the iliiisli. turning in the remark- 
able time of 32 1-5 sec, which equals 
the world's record, also held 1)y the 
the same man, Stephen Ruddy. Les 
Parsnns, of McGill. finished a close 
ihiril, being beaten by about 4 feet. 

The nc.\t event proved to 1)e the 
drawing card of the evening. It was 
the 220 y,irds, in which Leo. Giebcl, 
metropolitan champion, for that 
event, and Geo. Vcrnot, all-around 
Canadian eh.Tinpion, clashed. The race 
started amidst a strained silence, both 
men making perfect take-offs. Vcr- 
not had a slight edge over .his op- 
ponent, and set a terrific pace. Gie- 
bcl stuck right to him, however, and 
it was a battle royal for supremacy. 
Al the .seventh turn Vcrnot shot 
ahead to a lead of about 3 feet, which 
the American ace, desperately tried 
to overcome, almost catching him at 
the Sth and last turn, bringing the 
crowd ' mildly to its feet. Both mett 
entered the last stretch with amaz- 
ing bursts of speed, but Vcrnot never 
once ivavercd. and crossed the line a 
winner by about S feet, turning in 
the time of 2 min. 29 2-S sec. 

The finish called forth a thunder 
of applause from the audience never 
to he forgotten. 

The relay race was won by New 
V"ork by almost a lap, in, the fast time 
of 1 mill. 41 sec., they having com- 
paratively fresh men for this event, 
while the Canadian men had alt pre- 
viously swam in other events. 

In this event, Leeming JelilTe. the 
I'amous Yale star and leader of the 
Vale team which toured the Western

"Midget" Lynch plaj-ing in senior com- 
pany for the first time, performed with 
all tlic finish of a veteran. His speedy 
dash down the ice in the I'iiial game of 
the series, when he. scored a goal eigh- 
teen seconds an'ter the opening of the 
tltird period brought rounds of applause 
from the great number of ■spectators 
Gammcl, a ifre&hman, who was the 
mainstay of High School scxtetle in 
1920, is another youngster who got into 
action and proved that his lack of 
weight was no great liandicap.

teen, and 'two ot the rivals' counters 
came in, the oloi&ing minutes of pl.ty 
when tlie Red and White .\tlvletes were 
easing up.
